WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Another Witness Refuses to Testify 
Before the Sugar Committee. 


Washington, July 30.—The sundry civil 
appropriation bill for the fiscal year, 1895, 
reported to the senate today from the 
committee on appropriations, aggregates 
$35,061,685, being an increase of $2,588,301 
over the bill as it passed the house and 
$95,683 over the estimates on which it was 
based. 

One of the principal items of this increase 
is $200,000 for the government exhibit at the 
Cotton States and International exposition, 
at Atlanta, Ga. \ 

The sugar investigating committee spent 
its session today in trying to make another 
recalcitrant witness answer questions. Mr. 
Seymour, senior partner of the New York 
stock brokers firm of Seymour brothers & 
Young, was the gentleman in question. 
He had previously declined to tell the 
committee whether any senators had in- 
vested in sugar stock through his firm, and 
was given time to consult counsel. He ap- 
peared today with Treadway Cleveland, of 
New York, as his attorney, and on the 
latter’s advice, persisted in his refusal. It 
is probable that his name will be presented 
to the vice president for certification to 
the district attorney for prosecution under 
the. criminal statute covering such cases. 

A bill to prevent interference in the col- 
lection of state, county and municipal 
taxes asseSsed against corporations and 
corporate property was reported to the 
senate today from the committee on ju- 
dictary. with afavcrable -reeommnrendation.” 


SHELLEY TO BE PROSECUTED 


For Exacting Political Assessments 
from Government Employes. 
Washington, July 30.—The case of ex- 
Corgressman Shelley, of Alabama, who is 
charged with exacting political assessments 
of government employes in this city, will 
soon be presented to Attorney General Ol- 
ney for prosecution. The complaint of Mr. 
Shelley’s action in levying assessments 
was made several weeks ago to the civil 
service commission. The first two full ses- 
sions of the commission for several weeks 
were held Saturday and today, and the 
matter was taken up by the members at 
both meetings. It was decided to push 
the prosecution and the commissioners will 
probably appear before the attorney gen- 
eral within two or three days to make 
official complaint and request his co-opera- 
tion. The extreme penalty is imprisonment 
for three years or a fine of $5,000, or both.

GAMBLING IN CHICAGO. 


The Grand Jury Charges That the 
Sports Have Police Protection. 
Chicago, July 30.—The grand jury filed 
today a report in court, saying: 
“We find that gambling is being carried 
on to its fullest extent in Chicago, with 


doors wide open and cappers and stool 
pigeons plying their vocation to catch the 
unwary for the purpose of fleecing any vic- 
tim who happens to fall into their hands, 
and that the heads of the police department 
of this city are giving some of the places 
senuoned ample protection from arrest 
and prosecution.” 

A list of places, at which it is alleged 
that gambling is being carried on, is ap- 
pended. The jury gives as a reason for 
not returning indictments against the pro- 
prietors of these places that the assistunt 
state’s attorney informed them that it 
would be impossible to secure convictions. 

‘Tne assistant state’s attorney denies hav- 
ing made this statement. He Says ie 
merely told the jury that it would be diffi- 
cult to get testimcay which would result

SUITS AGAINST CHICAGO 


For Damages Sastained During the 
Recent Strike. 

Chicago, July 30.—Notices were ‘served to- 
day by Samuel B. Foster, attorney in fact 
for several railroads, of damages claimed 
against the city of Chicago and the county 
of Cook for loss of property during the 
American Railway Union strike. | 

The notices were served on the mayor, 
city clerk, the corporation counsel, the city 
attorney and on the president of the county 
board, the county clerk and the county at- 
torney. * The aggregate damages claimed are 
$38,670. This represents only about one- 
tenth of the actual damage claimed, many 
roads having several days: left in which to 


file taeir claims. aso. cc 


The roads which filed claims today, with 
the amount of damages, are as follows. 
wake Erie and Western, $10,110; Detroit, 
Grand Haven and Milwaukee, $220; Chicago 
and Northwestern, $410; Chicago Refriger- 


ator line, $1,101; New York Central and 
Hurson River Railway Company, $845; 
Monon, $330; Flint and Pierre Marquette, 


$750; Chicago and Erie, $100; Swift Refriger- 
ator line, $300; Armour Refrigerator line, 
$1,000: Central Car Trust Company, of New 
York, $600; Chicago and Grand Trunk, $12,- 
150; Grand Trunk railroad, $7,785, and Grand 
Trunk Company, of Canada, $5,235. 

Besides these claims shippers filed, 
through Mr. Foster, claims amounting to 
at least $200,000. This was done by the ship- 
pers on the express declaration of the rail- 
roads that they will pay no claims what- 
ever made against them by shippers for 
damages to freight handled during the 
strike. 

The General Managers’ Association takes 
the ground that the city and county, in not 
furnishing adequate protection to the rail- 
roads, are directly responsible for all dam- 
age to freight. 

The damage claimed by the railroads in 
the above list are mostly for cars burned 
after July ist. It is believed many more 
suits for damages will be filed by shippers, 
who lost heavily on perishable freight dur- 
ing the strike. 

Returned to Work. 

Chicago, July 30.—Twenty-five hundred 
men went to work at the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany plant to day. The works have been 
closed down since the railroad strike be- 
gan. One thousand more workmen will be 
given employment by this company before 
the end of the week. 

Renounced Their Membership. 

Gladstone, Mich., July 30.—The strike in 
which 400 men were involved practically 
came to an end this morning,. when a ma- 
jority of the men applied for work and 
signed contracts with the railroad com- 
panies and renounced their membership in 
the American Railway Union. Ore ship- 
ments have been resumed and there will be 
a rush of business in the grain and coal 
trades from this point. 


OPENED THE SWITCH. 


An Alabama Great Southern Train 
Wrecked at Trenton, Ga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., July 30.—Last night 
unknown persons wrecked the fast mail 
and express train on the Alabama and Great 
Southern railroad, which left this city at 

9 o'clock. 

The wreck occurred at Trenton, Ga., 
where a switch was opened. The engine, 
express and mail cars were thrown down 
an embankment and demolished. The pas- 
senger coaches wen: derailed. No passen- 
gers were hurt. Express Messenger Stew- 
art and a colored porter were seriously but 
not fatally injured. 


Ran Into a Freight.

A BOMB IN @

A House Wrecked but No One Was 
Kiled. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 30.—An unknown 
party made a desperate but unsuccessful 
attempt to murder Louis Penn and his 
whole family, at Gallatin, at an early 
hour yesterday morning by placing. a 
bomb in the window of the sleeping room 
and exploding it. Pentti and his wife were 
badly cut about the face and body by 
the flying glass, but the children and a 
woman, who was visiting the family, es- 
caped unhurt. The housé was badly wreck- 
ed, the glass all being. blown out of the 
window and the furniture badly torn up. 
‘The report of the exploding bomb woke 
up nearly everybody in that part of the 
town, and for a time there was grea ex- 
citement. Penn is a negro, bears a splen- 
did reputation, and did) not know he had 
an enemy in the world. A white lady, 
living across the street, saw a man at the 
window, but could not récognize him. There 
is no clue. 


EARTHQUAKE IN CALIFORNIA. 


Sharp Shocks at Los Angeles and 
Other Pliaces—A Large Meteor. 
Los Angeles, Cal., July 30.—This city was 
shaken by an earthquake last night at 
9:11 o'clock. The direction was from north- 
east to southwest, though most of the 
movement was more of an upheaving than 
of an ‘undulatory, eherecter. It was a 
sharp shock, but did not do much damage. 
At Santa Manoca and San Pedro a tidal 
wave was looked for, but no indication of 
one was noticed. At Acton there were three 
distinct shocks, the most severe ever felt 
in that region, but no special damage is 

reported. 

A peculiar feature of the shock at that 
place, however, was that immediately after 
the vibrations ceased a large meteor similar 
to the one which attracted attention Fri- 
day night here was seen to fall to the 
north. It appeared to be an immense ball 
of fire rapidly moving from the zenith to 
the north. 


FIRE AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Millions of Feet of Lumber Destroyed. 
Loss $500,000. 

Minneapolis, Minn., July 30.—A fire in the 
lumber district has spread from Hall & 
Ducey’s yard to the Shellin & Carpenter 
yard, and consumed 28,000,000 feet of lumber. 
Seven large manufacturing buildings are 
burning. The fire is spreading and th» St. 


Paul department has been eall- 
ed on for assistance. The Pintsch 
gas plant has exploded, scatter- 
ing fire in all directions, but so far 


as learned caused no loss of life. 

The Star elevator, with its 1,500,000 bushels 
of grain and a long row of agricultural im- 
plement warehouses, containjng $500,000 
worth of implements and between 600 and 
700 carloads of binding twine, are in im- 
minent danger. Fire has broken out in 
them a number of times, but has gained no 
permanent foathold. 

The loss now amounts to half a million 
dollars, 


CYCLONE IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


No Lives Reported Lost, buat Great 
Damage to Property. 
Manchester, N. H., July 30.—From 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon until this morning this 
city was entirely cut off from the outside 
world by telegraph and telephone, the re- 
sult of the most disastrous storm that has 

visited this section in years. 

At Lake Massabesic, four miles from the 
city, the storm was accompanied by a cy- 
clone which wrecked buildings, blew down 
large trees and destroyed much valuable 
property. As far as learned no lives were 
lost, although several persons were severely 
injured. |

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JAPS SHOW NO MERCY 


Almost Their First Act of War Is 
Marked by Cruelty. 


NO QUARTER SHOWN TO THE ENEMY 


Only a Handful of Coolies Escaped 
| from the Transport, 


CHINA IS GOING TO WAR IN EARNEST 


She Orders 15,000 Tons of Canned Goods, 
Great Quantities of Flour and Arms, 
and Buys Four War Ships. 


Shanghai, July 30.—The following is the 
latest Chinese version of the sinking of the 
troopship Kow Shing: When the Kow 
Shing Was overhauled by the Japanese 
cruiser, the latter sent a boat alongside 
the transport with a prize crew to convey 
her to Japan. The Japanese boarded the 
Kow Shing and ordered her commander, 
Captain Galsworthy, an Englishman, to 
proceed to Japan. Captain Galsworthy re- 
fused to obey the order and the Japanese 
withdrew to report to the commander of 
their cruiser. The latter then opened fire 
upon the transport, using machine guns 
mounted in the tops of the Japanese ship. 
This fire was so well directed that it soon 
cleared the Kow Shung’s deck. The cruiser 
then discharged two torpedoes at the trans- 
port, sinking her and drowning nearly all 
of about two thousand souls on board. 

Captain von Henneken, a German and 
formerly the viceroy’s aide-de-camp, and 
a number of other foreign officers, are 
among those killed by the fire from the 
tops of the cruiser ‘before the torpedoes 
were discharged. 

How the Kow Shung Was Sunk. 

Shanghai, July 30.—It is understood that 
China will not formally declare war until 
the vessels and ammunition which 
she has ordered from abroad shall have 
got safely into Chinese ports. The transports 
Mee Foo and Toonan, which the Chinese 
feared had been captured, have arrived at 
Chee Foo. 

Sixty torpedoes were sent up the Kian- 
Gyin channel of the Yang-Tse. 

The forty-one survivors of the Kow Shung 
disaster, who were picked up and landed at 
Chee Foo by the French gunboat Lion, 
tell a story differing in a few details fom 
previous accounts of the Kow Shung’s end. 
When the Japanese began the attack they 
say the Kow Shung bore away for, safety. 
The Japanese warship drove her into a 
bay so shallow that the Chinese captain 
hove to rather than run the risk of run- 
ning aground. 

Several Japanese officers then came 
aboard to say that they had orders to sink 
the ship and to offer to take off the Chinese 
officers and crew” The Chinese captain de- 
clined the offer. The Japanese repeated it, 
but the captain persisted in his refusal 
even to consider it. The Japanese then left 
the ship, which went down but a few mo- 
ments after being struck with a torpedo. 

The survivors, who are almost exclsively 
report that not an

officer was saved. 
Additional Details. 

The following additional details of the 
sinking of the Chinese troopship Kow Shung 
have been received here: 

According to the reports received here, 
two German passengers, who were on their 
way to Corea, in order : settle up busi- 
ness affairs before the War broke out in 
earnest, jumped overboard when the trans- 
port began to sink, and succeeded in swim- 
ming to the Japanese cruiser, but in spite 
of their appeals to be taken on board and 
their announcement that they were non- 
combatants, they were shot by Japanese 
marines. 

A number of Chinese who swam to the 
cruiser shared the same fate. The Japanese 
absolutely refused to give quarter. The 
transport sank near Snopiont island, for 
which place Captain Galsworthy was steer- 
ing, intending to beach her under the fire 
of the cruiser, when the fatal torpedoes 
were discharged. 

A French warship, the Lion, attracted t@ 
the spot by the sound of the firing, steamed 
up as the transport sank and succeeded 
in rescuing some of the Chinese soldiers, 
but all the foreigners are reported to have 
been killed on board the Kow Shung or 
drowned when she sank. 

The Japanese, according to this report, 
are said to have behaved with an utter dis- 
regard of the laws of civilized warfare. 

The Chinese Army in Corea. 

Reports that a large Chinese army has 
crossed the northwestern frontier of Corea 
and is marching down the penisula are 
confirmed. A second army is hastily equip- 
ping to follow the first. és 

No details have been received of the bat- 
tle said to have taken place at Asan be- 
tween the Chinese and Japanese. It is re- 
ported that several Chinese steamers have 
been captured and a number of others de- 
stroyed at Taku by Japanese cruiseys. 

Steamers often wait a week at Faku be- 
fore they are able to cross the bar and it 
is said that there was a fleet of Chinese 
steamships off Taku when they were sur- 
prised by the Japanese and either cap- 
tured or sunk. 

The Chinese Account of the Battle. 

Peking, July 30.—The following is the Chi- 
nese official version of the engagment which 
recently took place between the Chinese 
and Japanese fleets: 

“The collision between Japanese and Chi- 
nese ships occurred in Prince Jerome gulf, 
in the inlet on which Ashan is situated. 
The Japanese attacked the Chinese vessels, 
which were escorting the second and ¢mall- 
er division of troops dispatched from Taku 
to reinforce the Chinese army at Ashan. 

“The Japanese opened fire, the Chinese 
having strict orders not to fire unless they 
were attacked or the landing of the Chi- 
nese troops was opposed. The result of the 
action was that one Japanese ironclad was 
disabled by the Chinese vattleship Chen 
Yuen. 

‘The Kow Shung, which was sunk by the 
Japanese, was a chartered transport flying 
the British flag. No news has been. re- 
ceived here of the loss of the Chinese war- 
ship Tsao Kiang, said to have been cap- 
tured by the Japanese. The Chinese and 
Japanese ministers remain at their posts.” 

Anxious for Information. 

London, July 30.—The absence of official

The for- 
eign office, therefore, telegraphed orders 
this afternoon to the British consuls and 
ministers in China and Japan, that they 
must send more comprehensive dispatches 
and not permit the Chinese or Japanese 
Officials to delay the forwarcing of ihe 
same. | 

Sir H. McCartney, secretary of the Chi- 
‘nese legation, made a long call at the 
foreign office today. He still urges uego- 
tiations for peace. . 

The death of Captain von Henneken, 
who went down with the Kow Shung, is 
deeply regretted here. He was a celebrated 
artillery officer and engineer. He directed 
the construction of the fort works at Port 
Arthur. Last year he came to Europe 
to arrange for the building of steam col- 
liers for the Chinese government. 

The statement made on behalf of the 
Chinese government that the Kow Shung 
was sailing under the British flag and 
was chartered to carry trcops to Cores, 
presents the possibility of international 
complications. War had not formaliy teen 
declared and consequently her cargo of 
soldiers was not contraband. 

Chinese Buying Arms from London. 

London merchants having dealings with 
the Chinese during the last fortnight have 
offered to sell China several torpedo boats 


and a number of fast sailing English 
steamers, which their owners clai can 
readily be converted into cruisers. They 


have also offered China nearly a thousand 
guns of all sizes and styles, and 4,000 Mann- 
licher rifles with a large amount of cart- 
ridges. 

When these offers were first made the 
Chinese government took no notice, but 
today several of these firms have received 
communications from China saying that 
rapid delivery will be the condition of the 
sale. The quotations of Chinese and Japa- 
nese securities and exchange do not show 
even a fractional difference from their nor- 
mal figures. 

The second officer of the Kow Shung, 
sunk by a Japanese cruiser near Shopiont 
island, Corea, was the eldest son of an 
Essex clergyman who lost his youngest son 
in the fire at the Exeter theater. 

China Orders Torpedo Boats. 

Berlin, July 30.—The Chinese government 
has ordered the construction,of four tor- 
pedo boats by German shipbuilters: 

Chinese Buying Provisions. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 30.—The Call 
says this morning: “English vessels now 
in port *tnable to secure charters will be 
loaded with flour at the owners’ risk and 
sent to.China. An order has been placed 
with a canning company for 15,000 tons of 
canned beef, for the same market. ‘ihe 
2io Janeiro, which sailed a few days ago, 
took out a large cargo of flour, as did the 
two preceding steamers. Chinese mer- 
chants admit that their country is stocking 
up: with provisions.” 

Ordered to His Post. 

Washington, July 30.—In view of the dis- 
turbed and threatening state of affairs in 
the relations between China and Japan, 
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the state department has intimated to 
Charles Denby. the United States minister 
to China, now in Michigan, that he had 


better return to’ his post. Though this is 
necessary, it is rather hard upon the min- 
ister, who has taken leave from his duties 
for the first time in nine years, and has 
en home only three weeks, whereas his 
leave was for sixty days.

Antwerp, July 30.—Pawnee Bill's wild 
west show, which has been here since the 
exhibition opened, was seized today for 
debt. The cowboys were watching for the 
bailiffs and fled when the first officer ap- 
peared. Most of them took the first train 
that would carry them over the frontier. 

Ledowchiski Still Lives. 

Berlin, July 30.—The announcement cf the 
death of Cardinal Ledowchiski was an er- 
ror. The cardinal is in Lucerne, alive and 
well, and busy in telegraphing to hs 
friends that he is still in the land of the 
living. He does not know how the report 
that he is dead originated. 


A FUSION TICKET. 


Republicans and Populists Getting 
Close Together in North Carolina. 
Raleigh, N. C., July 30.—(Special.)—There 

is great interest among the politicians re- 

garding the conference of the populists 
and republicans. It is now certain that 
they will fuse on the state ticket for four 
supreme court justices and treasurer. Many 
leading republicans are here and in con- 

ference with leading populists. H. L. 

Grant, member of the republican state ex- 

ecutive committee, represents that party. 

He called the committee to meet in de- 

fiance of its chairman, John B. Eaves, who 

bitterly opposes fusion. Perhaps twenty- 

five republicans are here, among fhem a 

majority of the committee. 

It is said tonight that Chairman Eaves, 
seeing he is whipped, will now come here, 
but it is not known what he will do. Grant 
says fusion on the state ticket is assured 
and that the only issues in the campaign 
are the repeal of the county government 
law and election law. 

Marion Butler, who ts the head of the 
populists and also president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Alliance, really represents 
the populists in the conferences, though 
others of that party are present. Butler 
was interviewed by The Constitution’s cor- 
respondent today and said that the sole 
purpose of fusion. was to defeat the demo- 
crats and get the supreme court and the 
legislature. 

Four justices of the supreme court are 
to be nominated, or rather endorsed by the 
populists. They are probably W. T. Pair- 
cloth and D. M. Furches, republicans, and 
Walter Clark and Speir Whitaker, demo- 
crats. Butler says no populists will be 
named for this court, but that the purpose 
is to secure the best men irrespective of 
party. The same course will be pursued 
as to superior court judges, of whom six 
are to be nominated. Of course, the repub- 
licans are to endorse the nominations. The 
populists will name the candidate for state 
treasurer, and the republicans will sup- 
port him. William A. Graham or W. H. 
Worth will be chosen. Butler says the 
populists and republicgfs agree precisely on 
state issues, but as/‘to congressmen there 
is very Tittle in common. He asserts that 
the rural negro vote will go almost solidly 
for the fusion ticket and that the town 
negroes will divide, to say the least. The 
populist state convention meets here on 
Wednesday. It is intimeted that at the 
latter no nomination will be made, but that 
there will be delay until after the repub- 
licans meet. The democrats declare they 
can beat the fusion ticket. 

Rain in Texas. 

Houston, Tex., July 30.--Vispatches from 
southwest Texas report heavy rains. In 
Starr county and other sections, where no

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Washington, July 30—The government 
has determined to establish a naval coal- 
ing station for the north Atlantic and Ca- 
ribbean sea fleet at Key West. It has been 
the custom of the navy department, tot 
many years, to order vessels cruising there 
to coal, either at Kingston, Jamaica, Car- 
tagena or Colon. It has been demon- 
strated that the new move will result in 
great cost of fuel, but that is not the only 
consideration that has influenced the ac- 
tion of the government. American coal 
will be used instead of foreign coal, which 
is now generally found at Kingston, Car- 
tagena and Colon. <A market will be af- 
forded for many tons of Alabama, Tennes- 
see or Virginia coal, Recent 
appropriations will enable the navy de- 
partment to increase the fatilities for the 
storage of coal at Key West, and this will 
probably be done. 

It is the secretary’s purpose to send the 
Montgomery to Mobile about the Ist of 
October next, where she will receive the 
testimonial now awaiting her at the hands 
of the ladies of Montgomery. Then she 
will, unless some public exigency prevents, 
cruise for a time in the waters of the gulf, 
and miners will be invited to send to her 
for trial while there specimens of thels 
coal. 

All Alabamians hope that the results of 
the trials will be to secure for Alabama 
coal the market thus opened. Everything 
will depend, of course, upon the price at 
which coal can be laid down at Key West, 
and its steaming qualities. The Monterey 
has been ordered to make similar trials of 
coal on Puget sound, in the extreme northe 
western portion of our country. 
| The navy department looks upon Key 

West as a point of great importance in 
case of war. Any foreign naval power 
that could maintain itself at Key West in -< 
time of war would command the gulf. As ee 
a naval station its :mportance to the United 
States cannot be overestimated.

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| JT WAS A WARM DAY 
And Net More Than Twe-Thirds of 

. the Senators Were Present. 

Washington, July %0.—The point that 
marked today’s session of the senate was 
the oppressive heat and as a result of Jit 
@ general apathy in regard to all mat- 
ters of legislation that came up for action. 
Throughout most of the day there were not 
one-third of the thirty-five senators pres- 
ent. The vice president, however, was 
back and tn the chair, and Mr. Hoar, of 
Massachusetts, and Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, were also in their seats after an 
absence of several weeks. 

The conference report on the agricultural 
appropriation bill was presented and agreed 
to, but there was one point in the bill on 
which no agreement had been reached by 
the conferees. That was the senate amend- 
ment appropriating $1,000,000 for the ex- 
tirpation of the Russian thistle. The sen- 
ate insisted formally on that amendment 
and asked the house for further confer- 


ence. 

‘Phe house joint resolution extending the 
appropriations up to and including the l4th 
of August, was passed, and in connection 
with it the status of the general appro- 
priation bills was given by Mr, Cockrell, 
chairman of the committee on appropria- 
tions. Eight of the thirteen had gone 
through conference and had been sent to 
the president. Three of the remaining five 
(including the agricultural bill) were in 
conference and two had not been reported 
—the sundry civil and the general defi- 
ciency. Soon afterwards he did report the 
sundry civil bill and said that he would 
ask the senate to consider it tomorrow. 

The house bill providing for the print- 
ing, binding and distribution of public 
documents was taken up. It was a com- 
piletion and a modification of all the exist- 
ing laws on the subject, and was described 
by Mr. Gorman, chairman of the com- 
mittee on printing, as a measure of very 
great importance. The only amendment to 
the bill which met with any opposition 
was the inserting of a new section author- 
izing the public printer to employ appren- 
tices, not exceeding twenty-five at any 
time, This amendment was opposed by 
Mr. Peffer, in the interest of the Typo- 
graphical unions, and was advocated by 
Mr. Manderson, republican, of Nebraska, 
who characterized the rule of labor 6g80- 
cieties forbidding the employment of ap- 
prentices as a species of tyranny of the 
most objectionable character. 

Mr. Palmer, democrat, of Illinois, ex- 
pressed his astonishment at Mr. feffer’s 
standing up in the senate and opposing 
the provision to give twenty-five boys a 
chance of learning a good trade. He had 
once heard a theologian say that not-more 
than one soul in a million would be s&ved. 
But he (Mr. Palmer) thankéd God even 
for that one soul, just as he was thankful 
at having these twenty-five boys educated 
to a good trade. 

The amendment was agreed to, the Dill 
was passed and a conference asked. Messrs. 
Gorman, Ransom and Manderson were ap- 
pointed conferees on the part of the senate. 

Mr. Allen, the populist senator from Ne- 
braska, introduced and had referred to 
the committee on finance a bill h&ving for 
title ‘“‘for the relief of the several states 
of the union,’”’ and for the purpose of dis- 
tribution among the states, according to 
population, of fifty million dollars in treas- 
ury notes to be issued for the purpose and 
to be used “for the relief of the worthy 
poor.”’ tepayment to the government is 
to be secured by state bonds bearing 2 per 
cent interest, payable in not less than 
three nor more than ten years after date. 

The senate then, at 4:50 o’clock, p. m., 
after a short executive session, adjourned 
until tomorow.

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TO RECOGNIZE HAWAII.

Washington, July 30.—After the reading 
of the Journal, Mr. ‘albert, of South Dag 
kota, made a parliamentary inquiry. He sajd 
that a week ago, in view of the fact that 
the two branches of congress seemed to 
be deadlocked upon the tariff bill, he had 
introduced a resolution calling upon the 
committee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures, to report a bill providing for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1: 
also a resolution calling upon the committee 
on banking and currency for any and all 
measures pending before it providing for 
a revision of the financial system of the 
government so that the house might pro- 
ceed to the accomplishment of a demand 
made by the public for relief. He wanted 
to know what had become of those resolu- 
tions, as he had not heard anything of 
them. 

Speaker Crisp, understanding that Mr. Tal- 
bert had risen to a question of personal 
privilege—informed him that the resolutions 
were still before the committees, and that 
the matter did not constitute a question of 
privilage. 

Mr. Talbert explained that he was making 
a parliamentary inquiry, but failed to make 
himself clearly understood, as the speaker 
was rapping him to order. He did make 
himself heard to ask whether or not it was 
the privilege of the committee to pigeon- 
hole the resolutions. 

The Speaker—The rules will inform the 
gentleman of the rights and forms of the 
committee. 

Mr. Talbert responded that he had read 
the rules, and then in response to the de- 
mand of the chair that he be in order, 
took his seat. 

Several unimportant and private bills were 
passed. 

Committees having been called for re- 
ports, a resolution recognizing the new re- 
public of Hawaii and directing the pres- 
ident to notify President Dole of the recog- 
nition, was offered by Mr. Boutelle, of 
Maine, as a matter of privilege. He asked 
its immediate consideration, but Speaker 
Crisp ruled that it was not privileged, and 
it was referred to the committee on foreign 
affairs. 

Mr, Boutelle explained that the resolu- 
tion Was a copy of the one introduced by 
Mr. McCreary, chairman of the committee 
on foreign affairs, on January 27, 1890, recog- 
nizing the republic of Brazil; and he asked 
of the chairman, as the real author of the 
resolution, that prompt action Which he 
said the house had the right to expect. 

The morning hour was occupied by the 
consideration of business reported from the 
commttee on military afffiirs. Several pri- 
vate relief bills were passed. The remainder 
of the day’s session was wasted in a vain 
effort to get consideration of Mr. McRae’s 
bill entitled “a bill toxprotect public forest 
reservations.”’ The committee on rules had 
given him this afternoon for its considera- 
tion, the vote to be taken at 4 o’clock, but 
the opposition, which was quite active 
among the representatives of the western 
states in which these reservations lie, was 
sufficient to prevent definite action on the 
order. 

The bill has been before the house on sey- 
eral occasions and has always been suc- 
cessfully antagonized.

NEGROES USED UP. 


They Have a Shooting Bee Among 
Themselves with Fatal Results. 

Tate, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—One dead 
negro, one shot four times and now minus 
a leg, one shot through the chest and 
others badly used up, are the manifold re- 
sults of a game of sevenup in the woods 
near here Sunday. The negroes began a 
game but it broke up in a free fight with 
rocks and sticks, in which several negroes 
were badly hurt. One of them, Willis 
Johnson, left and procured a pistol, When 
he returned he attempted to shoot a negro 
boy, but could not catch him. He then 
returned to the crowd waving his pistol 
and swearing to kill one negro before he 
finished. Several men caught him and in 
the struggle to disarm him the pistol was 
discharged and the bullet fairly tore 
through the flesh of Johnson's leg. At this 
the men holding him drew back and John- 
son shot Watson Logan through the head, 
killing him instantly. 

Again the negroes tried to take the pig 
tol away from him and it fell to the ground. 
John Johnson, a son of the negro, Willis, 
grabbed the pistol and shot Jim Kerby 
through the breast, the bullet going into 
Willis Johnson’s arm. The gon shot again 
and the ball went through his father’s leg. 
Another shot resulted in a flesh wound 
in Willis Johnson’s side. John Johnson 
is at large, an inquest is being held over 
Logan and Kirby and Willis Johnson are 
under the care of physicians. Several other 
negroes will be arrested. Willis Johnson 
has frequently claimed that he killed one 
negro and two white men in South Carolina 
before he came to Georgia.

It was the 
day the populists had been looking for to 
show their strength. It is needless to add 
that they did it. Of 500 men, women and 
children, including fifty negroes, there were 
about 100 third partyites. They came from 
Ware, Pierce, Clinch, Coffee, Charlton, 
Wayne and Appling counties. It was in- 
deed a small greeting compared with the 
assertion of some zealous third partyites 
that there would be 5,000 populists here to- 
day.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FOREGAS T 


The excessive rainfall of Sunday night 
in Atlanta, which was one of the heaviest 
rainfalls on record in this city, amounted 
in total to 2.37 inches. This amount, while 
not in itself indicative of an excessive rain- 
fall is, nevertheless sueh, when the time of 
falling was so short as on Sunday night.

“Burn This Letter.” 

The death of James Mulligan, at his 
home in Massachusetts, recalls one of 
the most thrilling chapters in American 
politics. 

It was in 1876 that James G. Blaine 
was an aggressive candidate for the 
republican nomination to the presidency. 
He had been speaker of the house of 
representatives, and as such was ac- 
cused of giving “the tip” to certain per- 
sons interested in some Fort Smith and 
Little Rock railroad legislation. The 
subsequent investigation showed that 
Speaker Blaine and his wife's family 
were financially interested in the 
scheme. To offset this evidence Mr. 
Blaine found it necessary to cast doubt 
upon the honor of James Mulligan, his 
brother-in-law’s confidential clerk. 

Unfortunately for Mr. Baline the pug- 
nacious clerk had possession of his let- 
ters. Summoned to Washington Mr. 
Mulligan agreed to an interview with 
Mr. Blaine, when the latter snatched 
the package of letters from his hand, 
all save one, and that one was destined 
to be rung all over the union. 

The letter contained the most disas- 
trous acknowledgments and concluded 
with the admonition, “Burn this letter.” 
The admonition was disregarded, and 
when in 1884 Mr. Blaine was nominated 
for the presidency the words “burn 
this letter’ were made familiar the 
union over in printed matter, speech 
and torehlight illumination. The letter 
was such an unanswerable confession of 
guilt that Mr. Blaine could frame no 
reply to it, and it undoubtedly cost him 
the loss of thousands of votes. 

The moral of the whole transaction 
was that statesmen should avoid letter 
writing. In his commanding station 
Mr. Blaine could have thrown dis- 
credit upon the word of a clerk who 
divulged personal secrets, but he could 
not answer his own handwriting. It is 
said that the late President Van Buren 
would travel two hundred miles to see 
a correspondent rather than answer 
him by letter. If Mr. Blaine had been 
equally as discreet his name _ today 
might have been etrolled upon the list 
of American presidents. 
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Municipal Corruption. 

The investigation of municipal corrup- 
tion in New York city has led to a dis- 
cussion of the subject as a general one. 
Tbe conclusion reached is that but few 
large cities are in a position to decry 
the guilty metropolis. 

The sight of a sprightly young man, 
empty of pocket, entering ward politics 
and blooming out in a few years as a 
money lender and real estate owner, is 
by no means uncommon. They rent out 
their property to the most dbandoned 
classes, at fabulous prices, which are 
held to include immunity from police 
interference, made possible by the land- 
lord’s “pull” on the authorities. These 
facts, known by all who care to inquire, 
are condoned election after election by 
men who bask under the sunshine of 
official patronage and future promotion. . 
Spasmodic efforts, such as the one now 
being made in New York and Boston, 
fail to crush out the evil, only sub- 
stituting another crowd to carry on the 
same old trade. 

What is to be done, in order that such 
proceedings may be stopped? Not the 
enactment of more laws, because we 
have erfough already, nor the holding of 
indignation meetings, for of all the im- 
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vate corporations now work their es- 
tablishments on the prineiple of profit- 
sharing, with s¢tisfactory results :in 
some cages. Life insurance by the 
state is a living question in German 
politics, while New Zealand now pro- 
poses a government pension to the 
aged, ~ 

This is an age of experiment and 
change, and in no place is the change 
greater than in the relationship between 
the rich and the poor—the government 
and its constituents. Old fogyism must 
stand aside on conservative ground and 
watch the procession as it passes. 
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Not a Dollar’s Increase. 

Some of the opponents of the free 
coinage of silver are making a boisterous 
effort to show that the government is 
how coining silver dollars at the rate 
of a million dollars a month and will 
continue to do so. “Talk about free 
coinage!” they cry, “why look at what 
Secretary Carlisle is doing! He is coin- 
ing silver dollars at the rate of a mil- 
lion a month, and will keep it up until 
the circulation is largely increased!’ 

There is hardly a glimmer of truth 
in the statement. Up to a few weeks 
azo, only four hundred silver dollam 
had been coined during the present cal- 
endar year, and the whole scheme of 
coinage that is now going on, and in 
regard to which a noisy effort is made 
to deceive the people, is a trick to avoid 
the damaging effects of the treasury 
policy which makes silver notes re- 
deemable in gold at the option of the 
holder. 

The simple truth is that the coinage 
of silvey that is now going on will not 
add a dollar to the circulation. The 
dollars are coined for the redemption 
of silver notes that will be withdrawn 
from  cireulation when they are re- 
deemed. In this way, Mr. Carlisle hopes 
to cut down the amount of silver notes 
available for draining gold out of the 
treasury. 

As a matter of ccurse the secretary is 
hot responsible for the silly attempt 
of some of the goldbug organs in the 
south with respect to the scope, purpose 
and effect of the coinage of silver dol- 
lars. If the seigniorage were coined, 
the dollars from that source would add 
to the volume of circulation. But since 
the veto of the seigniorage bill, no 
selgniorage can be available until dol- 
lars sufficient for the redemption of the 
silver notes are coined. The silver that 
is now coined is taken from the bullion 
held for redemption purposes, and for 
each dollar so coined a dollar note will 
be withdrawn from circulation. 

At.the rate of one million dollars a 
month it will take twelve years of coin- 
age for redemption purposes before one 
silver dollar can be added to the vol- 
ume of circulation. And yet this is the 
Silver coinage that the people are told is 
a practical redemption of the Chicago 
platform. 

When Mr. Carlisle begins to coin the 
available seigniorage and thus add to 
the volume of circulation it will be after 
Mr. Cleveland has signed a law to that 
effect, and, as he has already vetoed 
such a measure, there is no likelihood 
that the circulation will be added to 
from that source. 

It is hard to understand why news- 
papers that denounce the silver dollar 
as “dishonest” should now announce 
that Mr. Carlisle is “coining silver dol- 
lars at the rate of a million a month, 
and thus adding to the volume of the 
people’s money.” It is-hard to under- 
stand, especially when every person of 
intelligence knows that not a dollar 
thus coined will be added to the circu- 
lation.

THE EXPOSITION BOOMING. 


From The Mobile Register, July 29th. 

The Cotton States ang International expo- 
sition of the ‘‘Chicago of the South’’ seems 
to have taken on a startling boom within 
the past few days. Better than this, there 
is every evidence of hard, earnest and prac- 
tical work all along the line. 

On Thursday last the senate appropria- 
tions committee incorporated in its sundry 
civil bill, by unanimous vote an appropri- 
ation of $200,000 for the government exhibit— 
$50,000 to remove the building from Chicago 
to Atlanta and $10,000 for clerk hire and in- 
cidentals. It is understood that this amend- 
ment will meet no opposition in the senate 
or house, and Speaker Crisp states his be- 
lief that it will become a law by the Ist 
day of August. It insures a magnificent gov- 
ernment display at Atlanta: probably quite 
equaling that at Chicago—the costly builc- 
ing already existent. 

In addition, the extensive grounds at At- 
lanta are in process of rapid grading and 
beautifving; sites selected, roads laid out 
and a lake excavating. These grounds are 
beautifully located—are rolling and pictur- 
esque, with an elevation of nearly 1,000 
feet above sea level. They embrace an 
area of 185 acres, half surrounded by 
the Southern railway line, with spur 
tracks running past the principal buildings 
and directly to the splendid half-mile track 
with its vwroad plateau within. In natural 
beauty and picturesqueness they exceed 
the natural site of the world’s fair. 

Only last week Chairman Wilkins, of 
the building committee, issued engraved 
plats of .ne entire grounds, showing the 
location of the eight buildings to be erect- 
ed and other details; also ground plan of 
the building and initial specifications for 
use of architects everywhere, who fre 
invited to bid upon the erection of the 
following: manufactures, machinery, agri- 
culture, minerals and forestry, electricity 
and administration. These will all be larre 
and imposing structures from 2/0 feet to 
500 feet long. Besides them Engineer Wil- 
kins’s plat shows the location of the great 
government buélding, Woman's building, 
fisheries, with the immense grand stand, 
pleasure points, etc., in detail. These draw- 
ings indicate an exposition as yet un- 
dreamed of in extent in the south, and every 
indication points to its equivalent useful- 
ness, there being nothing local or even 
sectional in its progress so far. Continued 
on the present lines, it should see ample 
and remunerative exhibits from every 
southern state, and it will doubtless open 
the eyes of those thousands, of visitors 
south of us, who will come to it, represent- 
ing countries that send annually to Europe 
$1,000,000,000 for necessaries and luxuries 
which we can supply in far the greater part.

and deeper, keener penetration into the 
subtle wisdom ofttimes wrapped in an ex- 
pression than I possessed, and 80 these 
MSS. are still unpublished, for I don’t want 
to add another caricature to people al- 
teady cruelly caricatured and misrepre- 
sented-until it is hard to get @ pure study 
of the real man of Africa.

NEGRO MUSIC AND FOLK LORE.

Letter from the Former Bishop of 
Cape Palmas, West Africa. 


From The New York Sun. 

‘to the Editor of The Sun—Sir: In The 
Daily Evening Telegraph (Philadelphia) of 
July 21, page 11, is an article in which it 
is stated that Professor Dvorak had con- 
tributed to The Sun a paper in which he 
makes the statement that there are ho 
original negro melodies in the south, and 
no original stories of folk lore, giving tbe 
credit for such to white people, 

Whether the publication in The Telegraph 
does the professor’s article justice or not 
I cannot say, but as it there appears it is 
certainly not borne out by the facts in 
one of these departments, “folk lore.’’ Not 
being a gifted musician, I am not able to 
analyze the weird melodies of the negroes 
and tell from what old masters they may 
have been compiled. It may be true that 
many of the most popular airs came from 
such sources, but it is certainly true that 
in Africa these people often sing and dence 
half of the night. For three and a half 
years I lived among them, and came in 
contact with representatives of many tribes, 
and without exception I found that they all 
sing and dance a great deal. Moreover, the 
song is ever suited to the occasion. ‘Ihe 
oarsman at sea has a different note and 
measure from the canoeman on the r'ver, 
and the canoeman’s song varies its time 
with the rapidity of the current against 
which he pulls. One of the most remarka- 
ble productions of vocal music I ever heard 
was sung by eleven stalwart canoemen as 
they pulled me over the falls of a strong 
river. The song quickened as we neared 
the strongest sluice, and the paddles were 
played with quicker and quicker stroke 
until it became a rapid, whizzing sound, 
blending with the swift whiz of the paddles 
through air and water, until at the very 
hardest pull, when the paddles flew with 
incredible speed that carried us over four 
feet in three minutes, so terrific was the 
struggle of muscle versus torrent’s rush. 
Then, as they got breath enough, the si ng 
began just where it was left off, and grad- 
ually flowed out into smooth, slower meas- 
ure, in perfect harmony with the paddling 
in smoother water. 

I have also heard the dirge song over

Show # Net Decrease of Over Four 
Million, Five Hundred Thousand. 


A REMARKABLE STORY THE FIGURES TELL

The big slump of 1894—the contraction of 
values throughout Georgia as indicated by 
the tax returns—promises to be one of the 
features of the history of this state.

For instead of a slump of $15,000,000, it is 
now estimated that the decrease in the 
taxable values for this year as compared 
with last year will be— 

Thirty millions of dollars! 

That is certainly astounding. It speaks 
for itself and it means a great deal. 

The only plausible reason for such a 
state of affairs was that shown by The 
Constitution yesterday. That is, that be- 
tween forty and fifty millions of values 
have been squeezed out of the state by the 
New England. goldbug policy. 

Captmin Furlow’s Estimateg. 

Captain Charley Furlow, of the comp- 
troller general’s office, in summing up the 
returns from the counties which have re- 
ported to date, said: 

“It is a conservative estimate to place 
the decrease which we may expect this year 
at between twenty-five and thirty millions 
of dollars. It will more probably be close 
to the latter figure. We have now received 
digests from fifty-two counties, and but 
four of the fifty-two fail to show a decided 
decrease as compared with. last year. These 
counties represent all sections of the state 
and they are, with a few exceptions, small 
counties—that is, below the average in point 
of wealth. Experience of the past teaches 
us that in all probability the same average 
of decrease will be maintained throughout 
the entire list, the larger counties decreas- 
ing in the same proportion as the smaller 
ones. Of the fifty-two counties received, 
forty-eight show a decrease amounting to 
$4,608,858. The net decrease for the fifty-two 
is $4,533,690. The fact that these counties 
represent all sections shows that the de- 
crease is general and the fact that they are 
almost without an exception small coun- 
ties shows that the total decrease will be 
about as I have indicated—$30,000,000.””

The Sad Death Occurred at the Home 
of His Brother Yesterday. 

Mr. Egbert B. McDaniel, one of the best 
known young men in the stage, died yester- 
day at the home of his brother, ex-Gover- 
nor Henry D. McDaniel, at Monroe, Ga.

Nelll’s Estimate. 

New Orleans, July 30.—Mr. H. M. Neill, 
the well known cotton Statistician, has is- 
sued a circular letter which will be publish- 
ed tomorrow, mStimating the cotton acreage 
for the growing crop as 21,000,000 acres, and 
the probable outturn of the growing cot- 
ton crop, if only 10 per cent better yield per 
acre than last year, as at least 8,900,000 
bales. In this he allows 2,450,000 for Texas, 
and 6,450,000 bales for all oth>r states. 

In putting forth these figures, Mr. Neill 
qualifies them by saying that it is impossi- 
ble, at this early date, to forecast the grow- 
ing crop with certainty, and that while this 
suggestion of the crop is given as a conser- 
vativie calculation of probabilities, it must 
not be forgotten that the promise today is 
equal or superior to any previous crop in 
every state, and that if each state should 
realize a product equal to its previous best 
crop, we should have an average production 
for the country of 216 pounds per acre, 
which, on 21,00,0000 acres, would give a crop 
of about 9,600,000 bales. Of course much may 
occur to blight this brilliant prospect, but 
the conditions at present, he says, aré so 
good that nothing but a calamity such as, 
with perfect conditions at so late a period 
ran-ly occurs, could bring the crop down 
to even so low a figure as 8,500,000 bales. 

Mr. Neill figures that on the basis of an 
8,900,000 crop, allowing American spinners 
to take 320,000 more in 1894-’5, than the past 
year, and with European consumption and 
supply from other countries the same as 
during th: current year, there will be left 
over to be added to the visible supply more 
than 1,000,000 bales excess by September 1, 
1895, compared to September 1, 1894, unless 
such a decline in prices should occur as 
would stimulate consumptjon and induce 
spinmers to carry very large invjsible 
stocks.

The iron trade continues to show a grad- 
ual but steady improvement as the demand 
for finished iron shows a perceptible growth. 
There would be an even greater change 
for the better were it possible to procure 
regular supplies of coke and soft coal, but 
the furnaces and mills are hampered and 
consumers will not place orders. This 
drawback is felt to an even greater extent 
in the west and perhaps accounts for the 
withdrawal from the eastern markets of 
considerable competition. 

Pig iron makers report a steady demand 
that is absorbing all the current produc- 
tion, and, as stocks are known to be ex- 
ceptionally light they are holding out for 
firm prices. Some producers are not dls- 
posed to commit themselves at the pres- 
ent prices. 

A number of fair orders for plates and 
tank steel have been placed and some busi- 
wees in sheet and structural material in 
sight. 

The inquiry for soft steel is light, as con- 
sumers are not willing to pay $19.50 and 
$20, while makers prefer to defer the busi- 
ness until fall, when they expect to obtain 
an advance.

The change will take place tomorrow, Au- 
gust Ist, and Superintendent Ryder will go 
te Columbia at once to take up his head- 
u ers and to assume the duties of his 
new position, 

Mr. J. N, Ross, now master of trains of 
the Georgia Pacific, will be acting superin- 
tendent of that road for the present in place 
of Mr, Ryder. 

According to the report from Birmingham 
most of the roads up in the Carolinas which 
were temporarily put under the manage- 
ment of Superintendent Dodson and Super- 
intendent Berkeley, will go back under the 
old division over which Superintendent Mc- 
Bee had control and will be managed by 
Superintendent Ryder. The only two roads 
that wili not thus go back to the former 
division of Captain McBee are the Atlan- 
tic, Tennessee and Ohio and the Statesville 
and Western, which, according to the re- 
port, will remain under the guidance of 
Captain Dodson, superintendent of the At- 
lanta and Charlotte division of the South- 
ern. 

It will be remembered that when Captain 
McBee, for reasons satisfactory to him- 
self, resigned his. place with the Southern 
Railway Company just after reorganization 
began, several of the lines forming his di- 
vission were divided between Captain Dod- 


Berkeley at. the other end. The Spartan- 
burg, Union and Columbia and the Asheville 
and Spartanburg were given to Captain 
Dedson along with the Atlantic, Tennessee 
and Ohio and the Statesville and Western. 
The Western North Carolina was given 
to Superintendent Berkeley and since that 
time the several lines have been operated 
by these two superintendents of the system. 
The Western North Carolina has been 
taken back from Superintendent Berkeley 
and the branch lines out from Spartanburg 
have been taken back from Captain Dodson, 
all of them having been given to these su- 
perintendents simply for the time being, And 
will go back into the territory formerly 
managed by the superintendent who has 
recently resigned and whose place is filled 
by Superintendent Ryder. 

Thus it will be seen that the Carolina di- 
vision will be the same as it was when 
Captain McBee had it with the exception 
of the two lines Captain Dodson will retain, 
the Atlantic, Tennessee and Ohio and the 
Statesville and Western. 


Reaching an Agreement. 


The recent meeting of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association held on 
Manhattan beach, New York, failed to put 
into effect the new agreement that has 
about been decided upon though not signed 
by the members quite yet. 

After a week’s session the convention of 
southern railroad men decided to let the 
present agreement hang over for a month 
and make the new one take effect the Jst of 
September, instead of the ist of Augus., as 
it should have done, 

It is not exactly understood in local rall- 
road circles why the new egreement was 
not reached in time for the members to 
sign it and put it jn effect on time. The 
present agr2:ement was originally intended 
to expire today, the 3lst of July, and ac- 
cording to the regulations of the association 
a new agreement would have to be framed 
in time to take effect tomorrow if the south- 
ern Mnes were inclined to continue bound to- 
gether in the association for the protection 
of their interests. 

Somehow the railroad men attending the 
meeting seem to have taken th, bull by the 
horns and decided to stick together anyhow 
on the same old agreement. They have de- 
cided that the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Assocjation shall at least be a reaiity 
—a thing of life—for a period of thirty days 
longer than its old agree.nent called for, 
and have declared that everything goes uD: 
til the firet of September under the old ar- 
ticles of agreement, 

‘In the meantime the secretary of the as- 
sociation has been compelled to send a man 
around to chase up the members of the as- 
sociation and get them to sign the agree- 
ment that was about decided upon at the 
recent meeting. 

The runner has been out now three days 
getting those who were not at the meeting 
in New York to slap their names down on 
the grave document, and when h.2 returns 
all technicalities may have been complied 
with and all angularities smoothed down. 
All of this serves to show what a narrow 
escape it was, 

Today is the 8ist of July, 1894. On this 
day the agreement that has bound the:roads 
together goes out of date, 

It has been ren2wed by the men who were 
left at the recent mezting the last days of 
the session—renewed for thirty days—and the 
association, forsooth, still lives and has its 
being. 

Of course the railroad men of the south 
would not have suffered the organization to 
have gone to pjeces, and this is shown by 
the peculiar way in which they went about 
preserving it, but it is a very pleasing little 
joke, mevertheless, how they managed to 
bridge matters over for a month, finding 
they could do nothing at the meeting but 
squabble and quarrel oyer propositions to 
agree, 

At the August meeting the new agreement 
which jis almost perfected, will be confirmed 
and signed, and officers selected. 

It is understood that Commissioner Stah}- 
man will be n2-elected commissioner, and 
that he will continue to manage the affairs 
of the association, But few changes have 
been made in the articles of agreement that 
have hold the roads together for the past 
few years. "\Se-agreement for the coming 
term will be siightly different from the one 
that now holds the roads bound up for their 
common interests.

Judge Hutchins. Gwinnett Riputie Teo 
1. The phrase, “An act to amend the 
several acts incorporating the town of 
Lawrenceville,”’ is sufficiently descriptive 

of the law to be amended, the amending act 

not undertaking to expressly repeal or mod- 
ify any of the provisions contained in the 
acts incorporating the town of Lawrence- 
ville, but only adding affirmative legisia- 
ti ee 
on which might have been constitutional- 
enacted without making any reference 
whatever to existing laws touchin that 
town, the sole repealing clause fn the 
act being the usual general repealing clause 
repealing all conflicting laws and parts of 

Jaws. The descriptive phrase being set out 

in the title of the act, it was unnecessary to 

repeat it in the body of the same. 

2. A statutory power conferred upon 
& municipal corporation, “‘to protect tiie 
health, property and person of the citizens 
of the town, and to preserne peace and gcod 
order therein,” and, “to make and pass 
all needful orders, by-laws, ordinances, res- 
olutions, rules and regulations, not contrary 
to the constitution und laws of this state, 
and to prescribe, impose and enact reason- 
able fines and penalties, etc.,”’ is compr-=- 
hensive enough and specific enough to er- 
able the corporation to pass and enforce 
an ordinance prohibiting any person froin 
keeping a “blind tiger’ or eepine mr 
sale, barter or exchange any vinous, spir- 
ituous or mait liqvors within the corporate 
limits of the town, there being no law :f 
the state which prohibits or makes penal 
the acts to which the ordinance applies, 
and it not appearing that the county in 
which the town is situate is one in which 
liquors could lawfully be sold With or with- 
out license. It.is legitimately within the 
scope of general poHce powers to inhibit 
the keeping of intoxicating liquors for il- 
legal sale, or the keeping of places for 
condicting such sales.

the county liable on the bonds. 

4. The motive which induces a party to 
enter into a legal contract by which he 
parts with his money or property, and under 
which the county receives it and takes the 
benefit of it for a public object to which it 
is applicable, will not prevent a recovery 
on the contract to refund the money and 
pay for the property. 

5. Even if section 3479, of the code of 1863, 
which required claims to be presented within 
twelve months after they accrue or become 
payable, be applicable to bonds issued by 
the county (Which is by no means certain), 
that section should be treated, as a statute 
of limitations;*and so treated, it was sus- 
pended when the bonds sued upon matured, 
and for more than a year thereafter.

1. A widow who, by reason of her having 
been administratrix upon her husband’s es- 
tate, had in her hands, or was chargeable 
with, funds or propérty of the estate suffi- 
cient to pay the allowance subsequently 
made to her of a yeur’s support for herself 
and children, and who is still chargeable 
therewith, has no right to enforce by exe- 

-cutjon payment of the rllowance out of the 
assets of the estate in the hands of her 
successor in the administration. : 

2 The return of the appraisers, though it 
has become final as to the amount to which 
the widow and children are entitled for 
their year’s support, is no evidence against 
the administrator to charge him with as- 
sets, inasmuch as the statute makes no pro- 
vision for objecting to the return on the 
ground of deficient assets... The return by 
the sheriff of nulla bona upon the execution 
in favor of the widow against the adminis- 
trator, is of itself no evidence of a devasta- 
vit. 

8. In an action on the bond of an adminis- 
trator, brought by the widow for failure to 
pay her year’s support, the administrator 
cannot, by plea or answer, call the plaintiff 
to account as a removed administratrix who 
preceded hjm in the trust, though he may 
show that she had assets belonging to the es- 
tate out of which the year’s support should, 
have been paid by her, instead of sending 
an execution against him. 

4. As against a general demurrer or mere 
motion, a plea containing a good defense 
to the action is not vitiated by setting up 
other matters and praying for relief which 
cannot be granted.

A Well-Known Drag Man Searching for 
a Missing Salesman. 


| CLAIMS COLLECTIONS NOT TURNED IN 


Says, Also, That His Former Salesman Ha 
Been Borrowing Money Under False 
Pretenses, and Must Account for It, 


A small gripsack neatly strapped, a lot 


of well-filled sample cases and a budget 
of mail made up mainly of bDilis, is ail 
that remains now to remind Mr. 1. &. 
Gibbs, who is at the head of the whole- 
sale drug firm, 35 East. Alabama Street, 
that E. L. Van Vorhis was recently con- 
nected with his establishment as traveling 
salesman. 

A number of receipts from different 
towns in South Carolina for goods pur- 
‘chased from his house and for which ho 
morey came in emphasizes this fact in 
Mr. Gibbs’s mind, and now he is looking 
for his erstwhile employe. 

Mr. Van Vorhis is well known in Atlanta 
and for fifteen years has been a resident 
here. He is a man of striking appear- 
ance, tall, robust, with iron gray hair and 
a flowing mustache. Ten years ago he 
was quite prominent in business circies and 
occupied the building at the corner of IFor- 
sythe and Alabama streets. He was an 
influential member of the Horse Guards 
and his fine physique and commanding 
bearing made him a conspicuous figure 
among military men. 

For the past two years he has repre- 
sented the California Fruit and Cider Coim- 
pany both on the road and in the city, 
making in this capacity a good reputation 
as an expert salesinan and accurate busi- 
ness man. Some months ago he sent in 
his resignation to this company and until 
his connection with the Gibbs Drug Compa- 
ny was not in business. 

About two months ago he applied at 
the Gibbs Drug Company for work. 

“I was very much impressed with him,”’ 
said Mr. Gibbs yesterday afternoon, “He 
came to us highly recommended and with 
every prospect of doing good work. We 
sat down here and talked for a long while 
concerning the work before him and he 
seemed well up on everything necessary 
to take the position which I needed a man 
to fill. I inquired well into all his habits 
ahd from all I could learn he did not drink 
to any extent. I have heard since, how- 
ever, that he used to drink excessively 
and had to take the Keeley cure. We made 
a contract at once and I put him in charge 
of our South Carolina territory. 

‘Several days after that he left for South 
Carolina. Before going, however, I had 
given him a number of bills which were 
due us over in that section for collection, 
thinking that by this means I could ar- 
range matters better than by mail. 

“During the first week of his trip he was 
in Westminster, and we received three or- 
ders from that place at the end of the 
week. Two of these I refused, however, 
as they were not such as the firm cared to 
fill, A week passed after this and we 
failed to hear anything from the man 
atall. Of course, after this, it was thought 
that he was working up trade and as it was 
a new field we gave him full allowance 
for his» orders. Another week passed and 
still word failed to come from him. Con- 
cerning the bills which I had sent out by 
him for collection, I became uneasy, as 
nothing was heard from them. 

“I wired to Westminster and found that 
he had collected $60 due us from that place, 
but the answer came that Van Vorhis 
had left the place some days before my 
message got there. Then I became more 
uneasy and wired to the different firms due 
us not to honor any draft held by him. 
In the meantime no news came from Van 
Vorhis. I telegraphed to the different 
towns of the state making inquiries about 
my man, but for two or three days noth- 
ing was heard from him. Finally the op- 
erator at Greenville wired that a man 
answering my description had been -seven 
in the place and further investigation dis- 
closed the fact that he was at one of the 
hotels in the city and for over a week 
had been confined to his room. 

‘“‘My mission then was to get the man 
home and I telegraph:d him to come at 
once. I received a reply saying that he had 
no funds to get back on. Then I wired him 
a tick:t to Atlanta through a gentleman 1 
knew in. the town. 

“I was at the carshed whien the train he 
should have come on arrived, but Van 
Vorhis was not there. I tsked the conduc- 
tor and he informed me that a man left his 
train at Gainesville. I got on the next 
train to Gainesville and went up. Sure 
enough Van Vorhis was there, but, strange 
to say, registered under an assumed name. 
We came to Atlanta together and talked 
over the matt:r on the way. He acknowl- 
edged that he did not have the money then 
which he had collected for the firm. He 
explained his silence while in Greenville in 
a rather peculiar way. He told me that 
he had received a telegram from Canada 
that one of his relatives had died, and that 
the shock for the time weing unbalanced 


him. 

“For some days he said that he did not 
know what he was doing, or what he ought 
to do. Then I asked him about registering 
under an assumed name and he explained 
that by saying that he had certajn reasons 
for keeping his presence concealed from 
parties who lived in Gainesville. I asked 
him why he got off at that place, knowing 
all the while that we wanted him here and 
that he had a full ticket to Atlanta. He in- 
formed m=; that he had private reasons for 
stopping there. 

“We told him, of cours, that his services 
were no longer needed, and after that he 
left us. At that time I had but the kindest 
f-elings for Van.Vorhis, and had no inten- 
tion in the world to prosecute him. But I 
learned last week that he had been going 
to railroad places in the city, and although 
discharged, representing himself as being 
connecti:d with this house. Upon that plea 
he has borrowed money from various places 
in Atlanta, and several parties in Decatur 
have told me thet they loaned him money 
upon his statement that he was our travel- 
ing salesman. 

“As soon as I learned this I restrained 
myself no longer, but sent at once to Chief 
Wright and told him about the case. That 
is, I sent a clerk down there. You see, the 
money he collected in South Carolina is a 
dead loss to us, and I suppos> will never 
be recovered. My jmpression is that Van 
Vorhis has left Atlanta, but I will exert all 
efforts now to locate him.”’ 

For several days the members of the po- 
lice force havj> been on the lookout for Van 
Vorhis, but no trace of him can be found.
